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The Human Equation. 


OW many champions have 

been crowned who did not de- 
serve to be? How many records | 
have been entered in the 
book that should never have been 
placed there? How many hun- 
dreds of errors have been offi- 
cially approved by track judges 
and timers in our national and 
world championship track and 
field meets of the past? 

Undoubtedly the answer would 
involve scores, perhaps hundreds, 
in gome instances, if we are to 
judge by the record of single 
checkup. That occurred in the 
National Collegiate track and 
field meet held last Saturday at 
Los Angeles. 

As has been told in dispatches, 
the result of that checkup, in 
which the automatic movie-timer, 
tested before it was used, made 
changes in the placing-and the 
timing of FIVE events as caught 
by the placing judges and _ the 
hand timers. 

One new “champion” was 
shown to have finished second 
instead of first; the world’s 
record time of Glenn Hardin 
in the low hurdles was shown 
to have been not a _ record- 
breaking performance at all; 
and changes of position were 
made in several events, as 
many as five taking place in 
one contest alone—the high hur- 
dies. 


Machine Is Error-Proof. 


OR fifty years the placing and 

timing of races has been done 
by individuals instead of by me- 
chanical devices. You don’t even 
have to have imagination to pic- 
ture the enormous number of er- 
rors that must have crept into 
the records during that period. 

The eye and the hand are not 
quick enough to record with defi- 
nite accuracy, split second hap- 
penings. 

Therefore, the sooner all the 
important events of the country 
are subjected to check against the 
electro-photographic timing de- 
vice, which makes NO mistakes, 
the better. 


a “ *. 


ACE tracks could use advan- 

tageously a similar check, for 
rank mistakes have been record- 
ed in both timing and in placing 
of horses. 

All too frequently we have seen 
crowds gather at the placing 
judges’ stand and roar or boo be- 
cause they believed that the 
wrong horse had been placed 
first. 

Under such circumstances, 
ways embarrassing to the 
clals, the existence of a movie 
of the finish, showing the 
exact finish oof the horses 
as well as the exact time, would 
save the day. The decision as to 
the finish could be withheld un- 
til the film was developed and the 
actual picture revealed. Modern 
equipment, it is said, makes such 
a check possible within a few 
minutes after the finish of the 
race. 

The mechanical “official” would 
silence all the carpers and make 
things very much smoother for 
the judge.

“Over Tennised.”’ 


W< read much about 
“over-tennised” Davis Cup 
team last year. This year it is 
the public that seems to be “over- 
tennised,” through too many ex- 
hibitions. | 

It is fair to conclude this from 
the dispatch of yesterday which 
stated that the tennis manufac- 
turers which had been ‘backing 
the tour of Bill Tilden and his 
professional troupe, had called off 
the trip because they were losing 
too much money. 

Premonitory symptoms of this 
condition have been noted in the 
scant attendance at the recent 
professional tournament in the 
East where fewer than 50 persons 
paid to see the greatest players 
in the world in action. 

The explanation lies in the fact, 
that the public has seen too much 
of the professionals. Winter and 
summer tours for two or three 
years seem to have destroyed 
the novelty. The advent of Ells- 
worth Vines lent a brief uplift to 
the game last winter, but that 
flareup has prissed.

TREES PROPOSED 


Administration Considering 
Erosion-Drouth Relief Plan 
to Cost $75,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 28.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is considering a pro- 
posal to plant a “shelter belt” of 
trees 100 miles wide and stretch- 
ing from Canada to the Texas Pan- 
handle. 
This gigantic program, which 
would reqiire 10 to 12 years to 
complete, would aim to minimize 
drouth and help prevent winds 


from stripping farmlands of their 


choice soil. 

The plan was announced today 
by the American Tree Association. 
F. A. Silcox, chief forester of the 
United States Forest Service, ac- 
knowledged it was under consider- 
ation.

Today, Austria and Germany 
heain provide the pivot on which 
war can turn, but not because they 
are allies; instead, precisely be- 
cause the two Governments re- 
gard each other as foes. 

Hopes for “Anschluss.” 

Adolf Hitler, himself an Austri- 
an, rules Germany. His great am- 
bition is that his followers in Aus- 
tria shall seize power in Vienna. 
As they would take orders from 
him, this would be, in effect if not 
in name, the Austro-German “an- 
schluss” (union) which France has 
feared. 


About 12,000 or more Austrian 
Nazis fled to Germany, and there 
formed the Austrian Nazi Legion. 
Two companies of these legion- 
naires, in brown uniforms and steel 
helmets, marched through = the 
streets of Berlin last Monday. 

Little Dollfuss, with the moral 
and material support of Premier 
Mussolini of Italy, has been fight- 
ing the Nazis for more than a year, 
and Hitler is charged with creating 
a condition within Austria which 
has all the potentialities of an ex- 
plosion which might send armies 
into a new war. 

Including a Federal army of 30,- 
000, together with police, gendar- 
merie, heimwehr and other forces, 
Dolifuss has more than 100,000 men 
endeavoring to crush the under- 
ground war waged by Hitler and 
his followers for MDollfuss’ over- 
throw. 

Economically, financially and po- 


litically, the situation becomes daily 


more difficult for Dollfuss. With- 
in his tiny domain, there is political 
hatred between Nazis and Dollifuss 
groups that is more bitter than the 
hatred between the Serbians and 
Austrians in 1914. : 

In Berlin I was told the other 
day that should Dollfuss excute any 
Nazis, nothing could prevent his 
death and an armed uprising in 
retaliation. 

Intrigue in Vienna. 

Vienna is a veritable maze of in- 
ternational intrigue. Sitting around 
little Austria and mistrustful of 
each other are Germany, Czecho- 
Slovakia, Italy and JugoSlavia, 
with France in the distance 

Mussolini has repeatedly made 
broad intimations that if there was 
any violence against the Austrian 
Government, Italian troops would 
move into Austria.

 Delitens has told me he is not 
meeting Premier Mussolini at Ric- 
cioni, Italy, on the anniversary of 
Sarajevo, as reported in the Eu- 
ro press. They are meeting at 
the end of July, more than a month 
after Hitler’s talks with Mussolini 
at Venice.

“Mussolini has invited me and my 


family to spend our holiday with 
him and his family at _ Riccioni 
toward the end of July.” 

This was interpreted to mean that 
Hitler’s visit to Venice has made 
no change in Mussolini’s support of 
Dolifuss. 

With France apparently having 
abandoned any idea of a “preventive 
war” against Germany to check 
the Reich’s rearmament, the dan- 
ger spot marks Austria, and that 
through no fault of her own. 

The twentieth anniversary of the 
assassination of Sarajevo finds Eu- 
rope with greater armaments, de- 
spite greater poverty or professed 
inability to pay the debts of the 
last war, and with more talk of war 
than preceding the tragedy of those 
two Austrians which dragged so 
many millions into untimely graves. 

War was never so glorified in 
1914 as it is today—20 years after 
the spark that sent the world into a 
“war to end wars.” 


GERMAN PUBLIC CONTRACTS 
GOING ONLY TO EXPORTERS 


Foreign Minister Makes Statement 
in Speech to Chambers of 
Commerce. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 28. — Foreign 
Minister Konstantin von Neurath’s 
emphasis on Germany’s desperate 
need to develop foreign trade was 
followed today by announcement 
that the Government henceforward 
would award no public contracts to 
firms neglecting their export busi- 
ness. 

“Germany does not want to iso- 
late herself,” Von Neurath declared 
last night in a speech to German 
Chambers of Commerce in conven- 
tion here. “No one in the Govern- 
ment believes that Germany ean be 
cut off from abroad.” 

The Government made plain that 
the distribution of contracts would 
henceforth depend on the degree of 
activity assumed by firms in the 
exporting business. The excuse 
that exports do not bring suffi- 
cient prices will no longer be valid, 
it was stated, since a system of 
compensation for balancing deficits 
has been provided: 


FRANCE CUTS MEAT IMPORTS 


} Drastic Reductions Affect United 
States and Argentina. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, June 28.—Drastic reduc- 
tions in quotas on frozen meat 
products, affecting the United 
States and Argentina, were an- 
nounced today for the third quar- 
ter of the year. 

The quota for refrigerated mut- 
ton was cut from 1,540,000 pounds in 
1933 to 880,000 pounds; refrigerated 
pork from 3,300,000 pounds to 2,640,- 
000; frozen pork, in which the 
United States is heavily interested, 
from 660,000 pounds to zero; frozen 
beef from 5,200,000 pounds to noth- 
ing. The quota on corn oil cakes, 
another important American prod- 
uce, was reduced from 1,320,000 to 
880,000 pounds.

by Closing of Hosiery 
Plant in NRA Row, Send 
Appeal to Johnson.

HARRIMAN, Tenn., June 28. — 

Fred G. Held, vice-president of the 

American Federation of Hosiery 


Workers, was forcibly taken from 
a train in Harriman yesterday, 
driven into the country and _ re- 
leased. 

Making his way to Chattanooga, 
he telephoned Emil Rieve of Phila- 
delphia, president of the Federa- 
tion: “I shall return to Harriman 
as soon as possible, not because I 
want to dare somebody but mere- 
ly to demonstrate that organizers 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor will not be terrorized by lynch 
law methods. 

“Three men carrying guns 
rushed to the car and forced me 
on the platform at the point of 
their revolvers. There about two 
dozen people m six cars were as- 
sembled. After being beaten about 
the shoulders with gun barrels, I 
was hustled into an auto and driven 
off through a heavy rain out into 
the country. 

“*You are being taken for a ride,’ 
[I was told. 

“*"We will take Gen. Johnson for 
a ride, too, if he dares show his 
face in Harriman,’ said the leader. 
Threats were made that our local 
strike leaders and our local attor- 
ney, Mr. W. Hannah, would . be 
driven out of the town or killed.” 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
Rieve telegraphed Gov.

At least part of this would 
come out of drouth funds to start 
the program this year by collecting 
seed, establishing nurseries and or- 
ganizing the work. 

“The magnitude of this. 10-to-12- 
year program and its effect upon 
the dust storm area and the nation 
is greater than anyone can realize 
at this time,” said Charles Lathrop 
Pack, president of the tree associa- 
tion. 

“The immediate result will be the 
employment of thousands of men 
living in the drouth-stricken areas 
and the expenditure of millions of 
dollars for leasing or buying farm 
and other lands for planting trees.” 

He declared the United States 
Forest Service should have charge 
of the program. 

Details of the plan, as announced 
by the association, included: 

1. Both sides of each strip 
would be fenced to prevent graz- 
ing. 

2. The Civilian Conservation 
Corps. would cut fence posts. 

3. Thousands of young farmers 
would be hired to plow the strips, 
erect fences, and plant trees, 
which would be cottonwood, green 
ash and other varieties adapta- 
ble to the soil and climate. 

4. The area needed, which 
would be only small strips off 
each farm, would be purchased or 
leased. 

5. Farming would continue in 
the area between strips. 

The association says scientific 
proof of the value of such belts 
has been found in records of ex- 
periments dating from 1836 conduct- 
ed by the Russian Government. It 
was found that the tree plantings 
increased rainfall, tempered heat 
and checked wind velocity. 

“Such a program will *go far 
toward preventing wind erosion of 
the soil such as occurred during 
the recent drouth and would add 
vastly to the fertility of the farm 
lands in the enormous section east 
of the Rocky Mountains and to the 
Mississippi River,” Pack said.

You can- 
not see that the paving benefited the 
property, but it reduced the upkeep of

Look what the automobilist gets for 
that $61.62. About 15 years ago, we had 
to patch tubes eight or 10 times to get 
5000 miles out of tires that cost about 
$30 apiece.

THE PRESIDENT AND PARTISANSHIP. 


‘Senator Norris of Nebraska would lke to see the 

New Deal extended to include politics. He would 
have a political New Deal, as well as an official New 
Deal. He has put it up to the President to ignore 
party lines, to come forthrightly out for the election 
‘of Republican Mberals who advocated Mr. Roose- 
velt’s election in 1932, have supported the admin- 
istration’s measures and share his philosophy. The 
men whom Mr. Norris directly speaks for are well 
known. They are Senator La Follette of Wiscon- 
gin, Senator Cutting of New Mexico and Senator 
Johnson of California. He has already indorsed the 
candidacy of Senator Johnson. 
Mr. Roosevelt is said to be giving serious consid- 
eration to the proposal that he extend this indorse- 
ment to La Follette and Cutting. It deserves it. His 
decision, whether for or against, is likely to have 
far-reaching consequences. 

During. the campaign of 1932; while speaking in 
St. Louis, Mr. Roosevelt predicted a revolution at the 
polls. His prophecy was fulfilled. How did it hap- 
pen? It is a truism to say that to have a revolution 
we must first have revolutionists. But a truism, we 
submit, is worthy of respect. It is possible, perhaps 
probable, that Mr. Roosevelt would have been elected 
if the Norrises, La Follettes, Cuttings and Johnsons 
had smothered their convictions, bowed to the ob 
ligation ef partisanship and urged the people to vote 
for their party candidate. But if they had done 50, a 
vital element had been lacking in that contest, 2a 
‘quality of independence and sincerity and extraor- 
dinary political courage which fired popular imagi- 
nation and stirred the deeps of our national con- 
sciousness. 

From its very first breath, the Post-Dispatch has 
believed slavish fidelity and blind, unthinking loy- 
alty to party to be the primal curse of American poli- 
tics and one of the most grievous obstacles to the 
sound progress of democracy. We have preached 
and practiced political independence. In so doing, 
we have not impugned the party system. We do not 
impugn it now. The party system is the best ma- 
chinery yet devised for evoking and registering pop- 
ular sentiment and making public opinion function. 
It is in the abuses of the system, under the name of 
partisanship, that the mischief lies. The assumption 
that once a Democrat, always a Democrat, or once 4 
Republican, always a Republican, is manifestly a 
denial of political thinking, of civie intelligence. Yet 
that assumption widely prevails. It is as binding, 
generally speaking, as the laws of the Medes and 
the Persians. So ingrained is it that departure from 
one political party to another, by a citizen of con- 
spicuous party stature, is looked upon almost as a 
breach of faith. HK carries something of a stignta. 
And the migration of largé numbers of voters from 
one party to another, though it periodically occur, 
is a phenomenon, chargeable, usually, to an economic 
breakdown. 

Norris of Nebraska, as the country knows and, we 
believe, is thankful for, has worn his party fetters 
lightly. For some time he has been quite rid of 
them. He had the company of other Republican -lead- 
ers in 1932. He was alone in 1928, when he took 
the stump for Al Smith. In 1926, he was not only 
alone, but he was in an wnprecedented role, when he 
voluntarily stormed across Pennsylvania of “golden- 
primary” notoriety in behalf of the Democratic can- 
didate for United States Senator. 

There is no other biography like that of George W. 
Norris in our political annals.. How important it may 
prove to be, historically, must be left to history. But, 
surely, it has been adventurous. In a gallant, ro- 
bust sense, it has been romantic. It is a career with 
which Mr. Roosevelt is, obviously, familiar, and 
which, # may be assumed, he has pondered. 

For Franklin D. Roosevelt is, by the consent of 
Old Dealers and New Dealers, a master politician. 
How much of a partisan is he? On the recent occa- 
sion of the Yale commencement, he pictured his ad- 
ministration in the colors of non-partisanship. In 
the selection of men for the numerous tasks created 
by the New Deal, politics, he said, was not consid- 
ered. In many instances, he declared, he did not 
know the appointee’s party affilfation. And, of 
course, he went beyond party lines in assembling his 
Cabinet. 

Well, if potitics has been adjourned in the great 
work of putting the New Deal on its feet, so to speak, 
could not that plan be successfully followed in per- 
fecting and permanently operating the New Deal? 
And if such practice is sound in administrative Wash- 
ington, why would # not be sound and wholly de- 
sirable in legislative Washington? Why should the 
administration hesitate to indorse a Republican for 
the office of Senator or Representative who is sym- 
pathetic with the Government’s purposes, and tacitly 
approve a Democrat of unknown quantity or caliber? 

If merit is the determining factor for appointive 
office, why should ft not be the determining factor 
for elective office? 

fs it not the political philosophy of a candidate, not 
his party label, that should be passed upon by the 
electorate? 

An alignment which would place the conservatives 
in one party and the Hberals in another has long 
been discussed and prophesied. It has not come about. 
Clearly, it is the logical division. The present seems 
almost the appointed hour for its coming: It seems, 
too, that Mr. Roosevelt eould by a word hasten its 
arrival. Certainly, # would be hailed as a rubric 
day if he should rise above partisanship, not only 
in individual instances, but as a rule of political con- 
duct, designed to promote the security and contin- 
uing progress of demotracy. 
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THROTTLING TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 


The Merchants’ Association of New York is 
spokesman for other business interests in this coun- 
try when it makes a protest against the situatidn 
that blocks their selling goods to Russia. The John- 
son Act forbids extension of credit to defaulting na- 
tions, but an amendment to the act exempts the Ex- 
port-Import Bank, set up to administer trade with 
Russia, from this provision. Despite the direct im- 
plication that Congress did not desire the: Johnson 
Act to throttle exports to the U. 8. S. R., the bank de 
cided three months ago to.sanction no eredits for 
Russian trade until the Czarist and Kerensky debts 
had been settled. | 

These obligations are not in the same category as 
the war debts. They went to the predecessors of the 
present Russian Government, and their proceeds were 
devoted in part to fighting the Soviet. Nevertheless, 
the U. 5. S. R. has agreed to abide by the outcome 
of negotiations now in progress. Despite this atti- 
tude, trade is hobbled much as it was before recoz- 
nition, which was agreed to by this country largely 


as @ trade measure. The Nation estimates that this 


; 


deadlock is costing American business and labor at 
least $250,000 a day. 

Russia has an excellent credit record, but now is 
compelled to buy in the markets of other countries 
because of the Export-Import Bank’s policy. Rus 
sian trade offers an outlet for products whose man- 
ufacture would increase employment, and the bank’s 
policy should be reversed as an aid to American 


recovery. 
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THE ALDERMEN ADJOURN. 

Without taking any action to meet the anticipated 

deficit of $2,465,000 in the sinking fund, the Board 
of Aldermen adjourned yesterday. That makes it nec- 
essary for Mayor Dickmann to call a special session, 
which he will do next week. Heretofore, the Alder- 
men have defeated every proposal of the Mayor to 
raise the needed revenue by special taxes, and have 
failed to formulate a substitute program of their 
own. 
It is a disheartening spectacle. Throughout the de- 
pression, St. Louis has been able to boast ef its high 
credit standing. Whenever it went into the capital 
market with its bonds, they commanded a premium. 
Now, unless in the special session, the Aldermen can 
be persuaded to cast aside political consideration and 
do their duty, the credit of the city will be placed in 
jeopardy. 

We hold no brief for the Democratic majority in 
the board. It has made a very uneven record. But 
the present impasse has been produced by a combina- 
tion of the Republican minority and three Demo 
cratic Aldermen who hail from the brewery wards. 
This combination, intent upon defeating the 2-cent 
gallonage tax on “beer, wrecked the Mayor's entire 


program. 
Beer is in city politics again—and With a ven- 


geance. 

Among the Republican Aldermen who have placed 
the welfare of the brewers above that of the city is 
the President of the Board of Aldermen, Walter J. 
G. Neun. Neun has been around the City Hall for a 
good many years. He has long sat on the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. . Last year, he was the 
Republican nominee for Mayor. He fully realizes 
how important it is for the city to take proper care 
of its bonded debt. Yet he has voted consistently 
against the Mayor's program. 

We hepe, in the special session, the recalcitrant 
Aldermen will come to their senses. Their refusal 
to agree on emergency revenue measures not only 
would make a refunding operation a necessity, but 
it would also delay indefinitely the $16,100,000 bond 
issue program, approved overwhelmingly May 15.

PROF. TUGWELL IMPROVES. 

Prof. Tugwell has been talking to the farmers of 
Iowa, who have found the Undersecretary of Agri- 
culture no such.a sesquipedalian as they had been 
looking for. Though the full text of the professor’s 
communique has not been reported, enough of it has 
got into print to warrant the conclusion ‘that the 
word anthropomorphic, to which he was once ad- 
dicted, was left lying serenely and tranquilly in the 
dictionary.

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DR. STOCKING HONORED. 

The Congregational National Council, representing 
a religious body whose traditions center in New En- 
gland, has elected the Rev. Dr. Jay T. Stocking of 
Pilgrim Church, St. Louis, to the office of modera- 
tor. The honor of this post is large, its duties are 
considerable, though its authority, in a rather loose 
federation of independent congregations, is not al- 
ways impressive. No one tells Congregationalists 
what they must believe, and no attempt at such dic- 
tation would be countenanced by the new moderator. 

In the seven years of his St. Louis pastorate, Dr. 
Stocking has stood for liberalism in religion and 
constructive efforts toward social betterment and 
world understanding. His preaching, his personality 
and his citizenship make him a worthy addition to 
the list of St. Louis clergymen who have had nation- 
al eminence in religious bodies—a list which in- 
cludes the names of Ferdinand Walther, Samuel J. 
Niccolls, Bishops Tuttle and Marvin, Rabbi Leon 
Harrison, and Archbishops Kenrick and Glennon.

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STILL MORE BRAINS. 

Far from being dismayed by recent expressions of 
hostility toward brains, the administration is enlist- 
ing more of them for the public service. The Treas- 
ury has just hired 14 economists, most of ‘them col- 
lege professors, to inquire into questions of banking 
and currency, revenue and taxation. Their work will 
be directed by Dr. Jacob Viner, brilliant University 
of Chicago economist, who is now the principal ad- 
viser to the Treasury. One group will study the 
question of monetary standards, types of currency, 
types of credit institutions and the relations of 
credit and currency policy to business stability. An- 
other will work on the administrative revision and 
simplification of the Federal tax system, its rela- 
tion to state and local revenue systems and the dis- 
tribution of the tax burden. This group includes 
such recognized experts on taxation ag Roy Blakey 
of the University of Minnegota, Henry F. Walradt of 
Ohio State University and K. M. Williamson of 
Wesleyan University. Their findings will be utilized 
in the formulation of the monetary and fiscal poli- 
cies of the Treasury. Political fulmination has hap- 
pily failed to convince official Washington that ex- 
pert knowledge should constitute a disqualification 
for public service.

assuring. The state of mind of the country | 


as a whole, judged by the ordinary signs 
by which men of affairs test the temper of 
the people, is one of subsiding discontent 
and increasing hopefulness. Yet among men 
of large affairs, not in ali, but in a great 
number, there is anxiety and doubt as to 
the future. 

Thus, for example, taking the most salient 
of the indices of economic conditions, the 
Federal Reserve Board figures for industrial 
activity, we find that, from November to 
May, the index rose from 72 per cent of the 
1923-25 average to 87 per cent. This is 
at the rate of a little better than two points 
a month and is an amazingly rapid rate of 
recovery. A continuation of this rate for 
another six months would restore activity to 
the statistical normal. At even half this 
rate, activity would be normal within a year. 

It has been accompanied by a slow but 
persistent rise in commodity prices; by a 
sensational improvement in the bond mar- 
ket; by an immense strengthening, not only 
of the Federal Government’s credit, but of 
the credit of states and municipalities and 
railroads; by a cessation of bank failures; 
by a substantial increase of the earnings of 
labor and corporate profits; by a marked 
diminution of commercial failures. 

There are, to be sure, still many millions 
of unemployed, there are millions on relief, 
there are agricultural areas and industries 
which have not revived. But no one can 
look at the picture as a whole and doubt 


that there has been immense progress to- | 


ward recovery.

Nor can there be any doubt that this real 
improvement in conditions is reflected in the 
temper of the people. There have, for exam- 
ple, been some labor disputes. But the coun- 
try has thus far been spared industrial con- 
flicts which are comparable in intensity with 
those that took place toward the end of the 
first post-war depression. The biggest threats 
to industrial peace have until now been com- 
posed by negotiation. 

The Congress which has just adjourned 
was, when it was elected, the most highly 
inflationary and the most angry Congress 
which has been elected in this generation. 
With one or two lapses, it maintained its 
discipline to the end, followed a leadership 
which was essentially moderate and, having 
redeemed its pledges to make laws against 
the abuses-of 1929, it manifested an unmis- 
takable intention not to go beyond the regu- 
lation of flagrant evils. 

The Congress granted vast powers to the 
President. But, in spite of the belief in some 
quarters that he is surrounded by a coterie 
bent upon overthrowing private capitalism, 
the objective record at the most crucial 


point, which is NRA, is marked by a de- . 


cisive and steady retreat from the program 
of “regimentation” and restriction of output. 

One would suppose that, in the presence 
of these developments, there would be in 
conservative quarters a feeling of confidence 
that our problems are soluble and that 


. American inetitutions are working sufficient- 


ly well to justify a faith that, having met 
and surmounted a desperate crisis, we can 
deal with what the future has in store ‘ 
us. Among the wisest, this confidence doc®, 
I believe, exist. But it is not the prevailing 
attitude of mind, and it would be interest- 
ing to know why itis not. 

When those who are filled with anxiety 
are asked to give their reasons, there are, 
as might be expected, a variety of responses. 
One of them is that the recovery so far is 
dependent upon enormous Government ex- 
penditures and is, therefore, artificial; that 
these expenditures will either wreck the 
Government’s credit and drive it to the print- 
ing press or they will require such stu- 
pendous taxes as to take al! the profit out 
of private enterprise. Now, no one can deny 
that these dangers exist, and that it is im- 
portant to keep them in mind. The ques- 
tion is whether it is certain or even prob- 
able that these possible dangers will be real- 
ized. 

My own .view is that, with ordinary pru- 
dence and wisdom, they are not probable 
dangers. For one thing, the real excess ex- 
penditures are much less than some of the 
excited statisticians say they are. Some of 
the estimates put out by Republican poli- 
ticlans at the close of Congress were down- 
right nonsense.

Actually, taking into account the Govern- 
ment’s good assets and its cash, the net in- 
crease of the deficit is certain to be much 
less than the gross figures indicate. ‘ The 
money that is being handed out which can- 
not be recovered is considerable. But it does 
not run into countless billions. 

For another thing, due to the strengthen- 
ing of the whole banking system and of a 
successful central banking policy, the Gov- 
ernment’s credit is stronger than it has been 
for years. There are no signs of a break- 
down such ag would have to precede a 
resort to the printing press; on the con- 
trary, the signs all point to a steady reduc- 
tion in the price which the Government will 
have to pay for money. A Government 
which can borrow at long term for 3 per 
cent or less has never in all history gone 
bankrupt and been forced to print money. 

As for taxes, they are very high; in my 
opinion, too high for this stage of recovery. 
But the very fact that they are high guar- 
antees ample revenues to balance the budget 
as recovery proceeds to produce profits and 
bigger incomes. Judged by our experience 
in ,the ‘20s, the present rates will reduce 
the national debt very fast indeed, so fast 
that it is a fair guess that, by 1936 poli- 
ticlans in both parties will be promising a 
reduction of taxes. It probably will not be 
wise to reduce them, but given recovery

Our Most Hazardous Day

HOUGH almost everywhere observed 

with less fireworks and oratory than for- 
merly, the Fourth of July remains the most 
hazardous day in the year. Because of 
changing customs, the average city is com- 
paratively quiet on that occasion; but the 
main-traveled highways are clogged 
traffic and the bathing beaches are crowd- 
ed. 

As a result, fireworks—against which 
James Keeley of Chicago directed the o 
inal “Safe-and-Sane Fourth” campaign * 
years ago—figure only slightly in the day's 
fatality lists, while traffic accidents and 
drownings take heavy toll. Last year’s un- 
official record shows 66 traffic deaths, 42 
drownings and but six fireworks fatalities. 
On the previous Independence day, automo- 
bile accidents claimed 119 lives; drowning, 
90; fireworks, 10; other causes—including 
airplane crashes—26. As compared with 466 
persons (mostly children) killed and 3000 
injured by fireworks in 1903, last year's 
showing and that for 1932 were “é 

a 


enough. 

As observed nowadays, the Fourth may 
be more “sane” than that of 30 years ago. 
That is true in so far as spread-eagie ora- 
tory has declined; yet—as the accident sta- 
tistics just cited emphatically show — the 
celebration nowadays is far from “safe.” Too 
many drivers and too many swimmers do 
not keep the day sensibly. The former are 
in too great a hurry and the latter too much 
inclined to take chances. 

Considering those tendencies, the Nation- 
al Safety Council sees an urgent need for 
“renewed effort along an entirely different 
line for a Safe and Sane Fourth.” It de 
mands “a moral, as well as an official, ban 
on reckless driving along traffic-jammed 
streets and highways.”

| lice on duty and should the state highway 


patrol double or triple its mounted forc 
on Independence day? One doubts whet 
such measures would reduce the traffic-a& 
cident toll appreciably. A little less “holl- 
day spirit” and more cool caution in the 
driver would be far more helpful.

Judge Faris Sets Hearing for 
‘Monday on Hardware Firm’s 
Pledged Assets. 


A voluntary petition for reor- 
ganization of the Associated Sim- 
mons Hardware Companies under 
the new amendment to the bank- 
ruptcy law was approved today by 


Federal Judge Faris, who scheduled 
a hearing for Monday to determine 
whether the companies’ property, 
all of which is pledged to secure 
notes, could be administered by 
Federal Court under the new law. 
The question was raised by 
counsel for the petitioner, a com- 
mon law holding trust for six sub- 
sidiary companies. Counsel pointed 
out that the petitioners’ assets, con- 
sisting entirely of stoc kof the sub- 
sidiaries, had been pledged with 
trustees to secure a $4,781,500 issue 
of gold notes plus $481,347 accrued 
interest anc. that a foreclosure and 
reorganization , proceeding pending 
in State court had proceeded almost 
to the point of a decree. 

In setting the hearing for Mon- 
day, Judge Faris said frankly that 
he was uncertain of the new law’s 
application to thees circumstances. 
He cited a decision under the old 
bankruptcyla w holding that a Fed- 
eral Court could not take . over 
pledged assets in a bankruptcy pro- 
ceeding. Counsel for the trustees 
will come here from New York for 
the hearing. 

Judge Faris’ approval of the vol- 
untary petition served to knock out 
an involuntary action filed three 
weeks ago by three residents of 
Chicago, owning a total of $2500 of 
the companies’ “gold notes.” In a 
recent decision dismissing an invol- 
untary petition for reorganization 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co., Judge 
Faris interpreted the new law as 
having been drawn primarily to 
enable corporations to take ad- 
vantage of it voluntarily. 

The holding trust controls four 
active companies, the largest being 
the Simmons Hardware Co. in St. 
Louis. It is operated by Kenneth 
Teasdale and L. E. £Crandall, 
trustees under appotniment by State 
court, serving with the powers of 
receivers.

It surrendered its 
constitutional right of appropriating 
money, and placed this authority, in 
the hands of the chief executive 
through its practice of lump-sum 
appropriations, accompanied by 
blanket and unlimited authority— 
all upon the excuse of meeting a 
national emergency.”

It is evident, of course, that South 
cannot prevent himself from mak- 
ing three no-trumps, unless he gets 
a diamond opening, and covers the 
queen with the king. Dummy 
hasn’t got enough re-entries for 
him) to take the club finesse twice, 
therefore, he must lay down the ace 
and play another club The main 
fault in the above bidding was 
South’s—for not having opened with 
one no-trump in the first place.

Miss Collyer, however, rejected 
both natural plays. She took the 
heart finesse and when it stood up, 
played the ace and another heart, 
discarding a losing club from her 
own hand. This method of play 
can be defeated if East discards 
the king of hearts on the ace, but 
it would be illogical to find two 
unnatural players at the same ta- 
ble. 


East returned a spade, which 
North took with the ace in dummy. 
She then played the ace of clubs. 
The fall of the queen from the 
West hand raised her spirits a 
trifle. The queen of spades was led, 
followed by another club, which 
North carefully trumped with the 
king of spades in her own hand. 
By that time she knew that East 
had held two diamonds and four 
clubs originally. The only question 
was whether his holding had been 
three spades and four hearts, or 
three hearts and four spades. The 
fact that West had dropped the 
ten of spades on the second spade 
lead made North think that the lat- 
ter possibly was more likely. More- 
over, if West was false-carding from 
the ten-nine-small of spades, the 
lead of a low spade would end-play 
the wrong opponent, and North 
would lose two diamonds. The last 
four cards in the four hands were 
as follows:

To Physical Care 
May Harm Child 


By Mrs. Brooke P. Church 


T HE story is told of a mother 


who was engaging a nurse for 
her only child. 


on all the necessary sterilization of 
bottles, toys, clothes and so forth, 
the nurse, who had brought up suc- 
cessfully several children of her 
own, turned to her and remarked, 
“But, madam, you have forgotten 
to mention the stove. Does it get 
boiled, too?” 


The saying used to be that every- 
one must eat a peck of dirt during 
a lifetime, and like many of the old 
adages there is a modicum of truth 
in it. It is amazing how often the 
most carefully guarded and hygieni- 
cally brought up children do not 


seem to have the stamina to resist 
disease, and go through life frail 
and ailing. 

Probably there is more than one 
factor at work here. The child who 
has too much physical care and at- 
tention lavished upon him does not 
get sufficient demonstration of love 

and affection. He is dehumanized 
land treated like a machine instead 
of a human being. 

Children are like plants and 
young animals. Too much physical 
care is bad for them. The plant that 
is too carefully nurtured may grow, 
but it will be a hot-house product, 
incapable of withstanding exposure. 
The animal, that is handled too 
much will either die or be stunted 
in growth. But both plants and 
animals need love even more than 


chemically-pure food and water. 

There is only a certain amount

AMES CAGNEY is  Holly- 
wood’s paradox. 
He’s a mugg on the screen 
—a perfect gentleman off. 

He’s touseled and frumpy in the 
movies—a Beau Brummell in life. 

He’s loud and boisterous in pic- 
tures—a calm, quiet-spoken man 
outside the studio. 

But on the screen and off, he’s 
a malcontent when it comes to so- 
cial life. He absolutely balks at be 
ing drawn into the finely organ- 
ized Hollywood society that parties 
at the Cocoanut Grove and earries 
on later at the Colony Club. 

He has his group of intimate 
friends and prefers to stick to 
them.
